On Wednesday morning a bomb 
was thrown at a police «utpost, mortally 
wounding an orderly, and on the same 
evening Mr. .J. N. Talukdar, of the Indian 
Civil Service, was brutally attacked at 
Barisal] and severely wounded by a Congress 
voluntcer. At Dacca, ig Eastern Bengal, 
yesterday, a young Bengali shot the 
Inspector-General of the Bengal Police, 
who is not expected to recover, and severely 
wounded the Superintendent of the Dacca 
Police, as they left the hospital where 
they had been visiting a British colleague. 
Their assailant escaped, but the police 
have arrested a number of persons at 
Dacea, Barisal] and Calcutta in connection 
with these crimes. 

It is*quite clear that, while, the All- 
National ‘Congress has neither 
ordered nor instigated ‘these outrages, its 
methods of agitation and propaganda have 
encouraged the small, but dangerous, 
terrorist groups which first appeared. in 
Bengal during Lord Mintto’s Viceroyalty, 
and have never been completely: crushed. 
Driven underground in 1909, an! again 
when they attempted to revive and extend 
their revolutionary activities during the 
early stages of the Great War, thev have 
emerged from hiding whenever political 
excitement seemed to offer them their 
opportunity, 


ALARMED AND DISGUSTED. 


The severe condemnation of these 
successive crimes by leading Bengalis of 
both religions, Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians at the meeting convened by the 
Sheriff of Calcutta last night, indicates 
that the majority of law-abiding citizens 
have been alarmed and disgusted by the 
latest: revolutionary: outbreak. The re- 
solution which they passed was all the 
more impressive, since it assured the 
Government of support in its campaign 
against the terrorists. Though we do not 
learn that the leaders of the Bengal branch 
of the Congress Party associated them- 
selves with it, at the Town Hall, the 
Calcutta Corporation, which now contains 
a majority of Congress politicians; recently 
congratulated Sir Charles Tegart on his 
escape, though it followed up this demon- 
stration. of its respect for that efficient and 
courageous Irishman by adjourning in 
honour of the arrest of several members 
of the Working Committee of the Congress. 


It is to be hoped that this public con- | 


demnation of political violence will harden 
Hindu opinion in_other parts of Bengal 
against the terrorists, ai will encourage 
it to supportythe Government of the pro- 
vince in the suj sion of a movement 
which the Chie! -Seeretary~recently de-

INQUEST REVELATION. 


Evidence of an*inustal character was heard 
in Hamilton Sheriff Court on Thursday, when 
Sheriff Brown. and a jury inquired into the 
circumstances of the death of Michael Barkey, 
miner, 14 Colebrooke street, Cambuslang. 

lt was stated that on April 12, 1926, there 
was a fall of roof at No. 4 Pit, Priory 
Colliery, Blantyre, as the outcome of‘ which 
\Barkey, who was pinned underneath the 
débris, received severe injuries te his head. 


when he was certified fit for his usual work. 
Subsequently he secured employment as a 
miner in No, 2 Pit, Newton Colliery, Cam- 
buslang, and»centinued working there for a 
period of ten weeks. Finding the job too 
severe a tax on his strength, he gave it up, 
ande between that time and his death, on 
August 3 of the present year, he had done no 
work, 

Dr. ‘Margaret Reid, of the Glasgow Royal 
Infirmary, said that. the records of the 
institution showed that Barkey was admitted 
ih April, 1926, suffering from a fractured 
skull’ and other injuries. She agreed that in 
Ang bts this year a police officer had called 
at the Royal Infirmary asking information 
about Barkey's injuries in 1926. She was 
on holiday at the time, but she had been 
told of the visit. 

The Fiscal—Do you know that a fifth year 
Glasgow medical student signed a paper to 
thé effect’ that death was not due to the 
‘accident and signed the document in your 
name, putting his initials below it ?’—Yes. 

Was that not an indescreet thing to do’— 
I admit it was. 

Allister: M‘Donald, the student referred to, 
was called, and, in reply to questions from 
the Fiscal, admitted that it was a tash 
action on hie part to sign the paper. 

Dr. M‘Culloch, Cambuslang, stated that 
Barkey consulted him just the day prior to 
his death. He examined Barkey thoroughly, 
and, in his opinion, the accident in 1926 was 
not the-‘cause of death. The seeds of the 
disease that ultimately proved fatal were 
ely to have been there before the acci- 

ent. 

Asked by a juryman if the accident would 
hasten the disease. Dr. M‘Culloch replied 
that it was highly improbable. ‘ 

The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased man had been crushed by a stone on 
April 12, 1926, in No. 4 pit, Priory Colliery, 
Blantyre, but they were unanimously of the

RHEUMATISM. 


THE RED CROSS

The British Red Cross Séciéty’s Clinic at 
Regent’s Park, London, for the treatment of 
theumatism, which Her Majesty the Queen 
opened officially last March; re-opens on 
Monday, after being closed for a month. 
Extensive internal reconstruction has been 
carried out, and the accommodation has now 
been practically doubled, 

The following report on the resúlts of the 
first five months’ work was issued by the 
British Red Cross Society yesterday :— 

Though the time it was open is too short 
for any final verdict to be given on its value, 


the British Red Cross Society is happy to be | 


able to report that its clinic at Regent’s Park 
for the treatment of rheumatism, which Her 
Majesty the Queen opened last March, has 
more than: fulfillad expectations. From the 
start the numbers attending for treatment, 
both men and women, were much bigger than 
was anticipated. 

So great, in fact, were the demands for 
treatment that it was found necessary to 
close down the clinic during August; se that 
adjustments. could be carried out in the 
internal organisation to 
number of patients to be treated.. Structural 
alterations have now been completed, and 
when it re-opens the clinic will be Able to treat 
double the number of patients it was able to 
handle when it closed down. 

From the beginning of the year applications 
began to be received, and when the Clinic 
closed nearly 3500 applicants were waiting for 
appointments, and over 200 women—the num- 
ber of women patients, as is usual in rheu- 
matic clinics, has all along exceeded the 
number of men ieúta—were waiting for 
treatment. In future: the Cline will be open 
from 8.30 a.m. to 9.30 p.m. This, with the 
structural changes, the increase in the number 
of dressing- and waiting-rooms, the duplica- 
tion of equipment and the appointment of 
additional staff; will enable patients to be 
shared through much more quickly than was 
ormerly possible. : 

In the past, men and women have been 
treated on alternate days. Arrangements 
have now been made by which it: will be 
possible for both sexes to be tréated on the 
same day. 

NUMEROUS TREATMENTS. 

Daring the period it was open 24,986 treat- 
ments were given. A gratifying sign was 
the steady growth in numbers of patients 
attending. The May figures, for instance, 
were nearly four times those of April, and 
the July figures were a record. Equally 
gratifying was the steady incréase in .the 
number of patients sent by friendly sociéties, 
largely at whose instance the Red Cross 
Society decided to undertake its crusade 
against rheumatism. “ 

Patients took readily to the bath treatment. 
For most of them it was an adventure as 
well as a new experience, and they thoreughly 
enjoyed it. 

Apart altogether from treatment, useful 
work was done at the clinic in diagnosis and 
in the weeding out of patients whe were not, 
in. fact, suffering from rheumatism at all. 
Carefal records are being kept of the occupa- 
tions of all patients attending, and it is hoped 
that a lot of useful information about the 
occupational causes of rheumatism will be 
obtained. 

Considerable use was made of the clinic 
by private patients. it is hoped Ea their 
numbers will increase, and so help to anance 
the treatment of patients who are unable to 
pay the normal fees. : in July alone ever a 
thousand treatments were given on the 
private floor. 

(reat interest has been taken in the clinic 
all over the world, and deputations from 
Austria, Germany, France,’ Holland, the 
United States and other countries, most of 
which already have clinics of their own for 
the treatment of rheumatism, heve come to 


inspect it.

ADOPTED.

A meeting of the Exechtive Committee of 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union was held at 5 
Royal avenue, Belfast, on Thursday, the 
President, Sir Basil Brooke, Bart., M.P., in 
the chair. 

The Committee discussed the question of 
an ae ees olicy suitable to the needs 
of Northern Ireland. The following policy 
was unanimously adopted, and a deputation 
was appointed to visit Edinburgh on Sep- 
tember 6th to confer with the National Agri- 
cultural Committee and to place the Union 
policy before them :— 

STATEMENT OF POLICY. 

“That H.M. Government should take 
immediate action to denounce any Com- 
mercial Treaties, International Conven- 
tions or Agreements to which this country 
is a party, and which in any way inter, 
fere with the country’s freedom to pro- 
tect home producers by prohibition, con- 
trol of imports, or the imposition of 
countervailing duties on bounty-fed im- 
ports. i ' ‘ 

“ With a view to increasing cultiva- 
tion and absorbing more workers, the 
importation of agricultural produce should 
be controlled, and a Marketing Commit- 
tee set up by the Government to ascer- 
tain the average cost of production of all 
farm produce; the control of imports to 
be such as shall secure that the price paid 
to the farmer will not fall below this 
ascertained cost. 

“That the Government of Northern 
Ireland press on the Im erial Govern- 
men the necessity & a ing mu” to 
secure the opening of foreign countries 
and our Golenies—garticalanty the United 
States and Canada—to potatoes grown In 
Great Britain. and Northern Ireland 
which are inspected and guaranteed free 
from disease. 

“That a marketing section of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Northern Ire- 
land, be set up to act in conjunction 
with the suggested Marketing Committee, 
to explore markets, discover the require- 
ments. of same, trend of prices, and, as 
far as possible, bring buyers and sellers, 
as individuals or associations, into closer 
contact, also to disseminate all possible 
information towards better marketing 
through existing farm organisations. 

“That in all contracts for food pur- 
chased at the public expense for the 
national services and public institutions, 
it be required that the food shall, as 
far as possible, be of home production. 

“The adoption of the system of ihe 
national mark for farm produce grown in 
Northern Ireland. 

“ The Merchandise Marks Act to apply 
to, and require the marking of competi- 
tive food imports on exposure for sale; 
all imported meat to be stringently 
marked and sold as such, all sausages 
and similar meat substances, in the 
manufacture of which imported meat is 
used, to be labelled and sold as made 
of imported meat, and that no meat be 
allowed into this country which is not in 
a form that it can stand the same rigid 
inspéction as that to which home meat 
is subjected. 

“The prohibition of the importation of 
condensed (skimmed milk). 

“That all transport charges on home 
agricultural products should be investi- 
gated with a view to securing a reduc- 
tion of same.”

TERMS OF NEW NORTHERN 
IRELAND BILL.

Iteland) has come into force. 

The Bill provides that no person shall 
send fruit from Northern Ireland to Great 
Britain, the Irish Free State, or the Isle 
of Man unless he holds a licerce under the 
Act. Any person holding a licence must 
not send fruit out. of Northern [Ireland un- 
less it is of the prescribed quality, graded, 
packed and properly marked. 

The. Minisiry of Agriculture’ are 
empowered (ó issue permits authorising 
consignments of fruit to Great Britain or 
the Free State, and under the Act the 
officers of the Ministry have the right to 
enter and inspect, at all reasonable times, 
premises owned or occupied for the purpose 
of tradé in fruit, and to examine the fruit 
if necessary. 

The Bill also provides that members of the 
police. force have the right to detain 
any .consignments of fruit which are being 
sept, or suspected of being sent, to Great 
Britain, the Irish Free State or the Isle 
of Man in contravention of the Bull, or 
licence or permit issued under it. It is 
also provided that any carrier who accepts 
or carries fruit consigned to be sent out of 
Northern Ireland, and which is not marked 
with the prescribed mark or accompanied 
by a permit, shall be guilty of an offence 
under the Act.
